Five full herds assembled at Kansas City 
ot help celebrate the 39th annual exhibition 
of the American Royal Live Stock Show, 
October 16th to 23d, just a few days too 
late for the report to be incorporated in the 
November issue of the Journal.

(By M. A. Judy, West Lebanon, Indiana) 

(Note: Mr. M. A. Judy, one of the pioneer Aber- 
deen-Angus enthusiasts of America, has kindly con- 
sented to furnish a series of articles dealing with the 
progress of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in this coun- 
try. His experience covers more than half a century 
of time, during which he visited herds abroad, and at 
home, becoming intimately acquainted with leading 
breeders and leading tribes as well as the outstanding 
members of those tribes. This is the fifth of the 
series. From reports received since the beginning of 
this series, Journal readers appreciate beyond measure 
the revelation of facts by one who knows.) 

More International Champions. 

The 1931 senior and grand champion bull 
was Revolution 100th, sired by the celebrated 
Blackcap Revolution 287269, and this makes 
his third International grand champion son. 
The dam of Revolution 100th was Elga El- 
liott 29th 274052, a very highly bred En- 
chantress Trojan Erica. Her sire Elburn of 
Clear Brook 157101 was an Enchantress 
Trojan Erica. Revolution 100th is a double 
bred Enchantress. Some years ago the 
Iowa breeders adopted the idea of mating 
their Trojan Erica females with a bull of 
the Erica family of which they represented. 
If it was an Eisa Trojan Erica, they mated 
her with an Eisa Trojan Erica and likewise 
with the Enchantress. 

The 1931 senior and grand champion cow 
was Blackcap M. K. 426547, a McHenry 
Blackeap (descending from Blackcap Jessie 
134636 one of the outstanding cows of the 
breed). If you will trace this pedigree you 
will find her about “Black and All Black.” 
Her sire was Blackcap Belford 369738 an 
International show yard winner—second at 
the 1921 International and had friends for 
first place over Prince Marshall 261280, the 
senior and grand champion. His sire was 
Belfast a Blackbird 4th and his dam was 
Biackcap Empress 4th 321844 a daughter of 
Farl Marshall 183780. 

The junior champion bull was Bandolier 
of Anoka 462299 a Canadian-bred bull. He 
was a Barbara, sired by a Ballindalloch 
Blackbird bull. His dam was a McHenry 
Barbara, sired by Queenmere 32d 386849, a 
double bred Queen Mother. 

The junior champion heifer was Miss St. 
Albans 449553, an Oak Leaf. Her sire was 
Emulous 408620 a very highly bred Eisa 
Trojan Erica bull, sired by the Erica topped 
Blackeap bull Blackcap Eltro 389941. 

Before I close this chapter, I want to say 
a word in regard to the McHenry herd and 
Mr. McHenry. When he founded his herd 
he had several different families. About 
the first of 1889 Mr. McHenry purchased 
Blackcap 4th 7192, of the Harlem Cattle Co., 
near Beecher, Ill. You will note in Vol. I if 
you are fortunate enough to have one 
that it was printed at Beecher, Ill. T. L. 
Miller of that place one of the most promi- 
nent Hereford breeders in the World run a 
printing plant at that place and published 
the Breeder’s Journal, mostly in the interest 
of the Herefords. In 1903 M. A. Judy pur- 
chased the old Miller breeding establish- 
ment and lived there five years and there 
were many celebrated Aberdeen-Angus bred 
on the same grounds. In about 1892 Mr. Mc- 
Henry purchased Blackbird of Turlington 6th 
14484 and 9th 16750. The first Blackcap that 
was dropped his property was Blackbird Mc- 
Henry 11571 bred by the Harlem Cattle Co. 
Blackcap 4th 7192 was sired by Knight of 
St. Patrick 354 (He was a little off in color 
—near red—though in those days breeders 
were not so “black”). She had two or three 
daughters by Abactor and I think one or 
two by Baltimore of Glendale 24275. Black- 
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bird of Turlington 6th 14484 was rather the 
choicest of the two Turlington-bred heifers, 
she was by Black Knight 4751; and Black- 
bird of Turlington 9th 16750 was sired by 
Jim Jams 13896 an imported Jilt bull. 

It was in 1892 that the Harveys had two 
sales in Chicago. The first was the disper- 
sion of T. W. Harvey and his son, John W., 
purchased several head and then John W. 
closed out the following November, with the 
exception of a few old matrons, which Good- 
win & Judy purchased after that. At the 
first sale Evans & Son purchased several 
head which included Jim Jams. Estill had 
purchased Guinea before that time. At the 
first sale we bought 
Heather Bloom of 
Tarlin¢ ton 7117, 
Blackbird Lassie 
3703 and some oth- 
ers. These Turling- 
ton Blackcaps gave 
the McHenry herd 
much _ prestige at 
that time. Mr. Mc- 
Henry _ purchased 
some of the Black- 
bird 4th family at 
the Evans & Son 
Aberdeen - Angus 
sale March 9th and 
10th, 1899 and more 
of this family in 
years after that. Of 
the two Turlington 
Blackcaps, Blackbird 
of Turlington 6th 
14484 proved to be 
one of the most val- 
uable breeding cows 
the breed has ever 
produced and_ she 
left a long line of 
them and they have 
been the breed’s best 
improvers. When the McHenry herd be- 
came crowded and there had to be room 
made for the ones coming the Blackcaps 
were last to be sold and when the time did 
come that he had to part with any of them 
it was not the good ones. That is so of his 
Prides of Aberdeen, Queen Mothers and 
Barbaras. No breeder of any breed ever 
loved and worshipped his animals more. He 
was a “real” Banker at Denison, Iowa. I 
have heard it said, if they found him a little 
peeved around the bank, just begin to talk 
about Aberdeen- Angus cattle and _ the 
trouble all soon cleared away. A most 
princely gentleman and he gave me the big- 
gest check I ever received from one buyer 
for cattle in all my years in the Aberdeen- 
Angus game—over $10,000. That sure 
makes my mouth water to see and think of 
those figures at this time. While we are 
thinking in terms of McHenry I wish to re- 
late a commotion that happened at Louis- 
ville, Ky., in 1902 or 1903 between him and 
John G. Robbins, Horace, Indiana, one of 
the most prominent Shorthorn breeders and 
showmen ever known on the American con- 
tinent and one of the most successful ex- 
hibitors. (His grandsons show Aberdeen- 
Angus steers and win championships). Now 
we will get back to the McHenry and Rob- 
bins commotion. Mr. McHenry was show- 
ing Barbara McHenry 10th 26085 and Rob- 
bins had been showing Ruberta, a Shorthorn 
cow that had sold for $5000.00, with unde-

Its size is 
somewhat smaller than Shorthorns and 
Herefords; but with short legs and necks, 
deep cylindrical bodies, and a wealth of well 
marbled flesh on back and quarters, it has 
won more carcass contests than any other 
breed throughout the world. They require 
better feed conditions as a rule than Here- 
fords, and are more of a farm and feedlot 
animal than roamers of the range.”

Our Business... 


The “Business End of OUR Business’, 
depicted this week in reality in the magnif- 
icent displays of fat bullocks of all breeds 
in the International arena and out in the 
yards where literally thousands of fat cattle 
are competing for highest honors, repre- 
sents not the work of a day. To the con- 
trary these excellent specimens portray the 
endeavors of the master cattle men of 
America, the men who pioneered in every 
permanent westward movement, the men 
with ideals and ambitions to become a part 
in the building of a great nation. Were it 
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not for the fanciful dreams of these cowmen, 
westward bent, whose ambitions were the 
production of better beef for the sustenance 
of the toilers of this country, the gentlemen 
toilers of today and their good housewives 
might easily enough be dining on rice after 
true oriental fashion. 

Apparently there is a difference between 
the cattle men and the organized toilers 
ol today. ‘Lhe tormer represents a trend in 
clvilizauion having tor its object the weiiare 
ot every man, woman and chiid who points 
toward the stars and stripes as embiematic 
ot treedom and protection. ‘hese men have 
endured the hardships oI every generation 
maniully, hever attempting eitner by lorce 
or by legislation to. push the nation oli its 
ieet. ‘ihey have been patient in their iabors, 


submitting to the dictates ol governmental — 


agencies that have not always maue lite 
easy, some ol which have been bauly mis- 
directed even to the point of absolutism, 
ignoring any moral or legal right that ol 
Yignt suouiu be vesved in them. Out of it 
all has come the cattle structure of today, 
Lounued upon the solid Loundation—Quality. 
‘nese men have taken the thin years along 
witn the better seasons, and the thin years 
have predominated their industry. Always 
have they leit the valuations to be establisn- 
ed upon thelr products by others than them- 
selves. Never have they attempted to set 
up a boycott against tne products of tne 
iactory workers. ‘lo the contrary in every 
imstance where prices have reached levels 
indicative of a protit to the producer, that 
cowman has treely and readily bought the 
manutactured article at the price fixed, not 
by himself, 


It would therefore seem that any such 
demonstration as the one referred to in a 
communication just at hand from Mr. L. kK. 
Kershaw, of Muskogee, Oklahoma, breeder 
and cattle operator of magnitude in the 
Southwest, should not be tolerated—that the 
people back of this movement should be 
more thoughtful and considerate of the wel- 
fare of those of us beyond the realm of their 
organizations. 


Here is Mr. Kershaw’s letter and the 
Journal recommends that beef cattle men 
arouse themselves and endeavor to ascer- 
tain what this is all about: 


“I notice reports coming from Detroit 
that the women’s auxiliary of the United 
Automobile Workers Union are advocating 
“No Meat Weeks”. In other words their 
husbands have secured an increase in their 
wages, the highest ever given in the history 
of this country, and they are perfectly satis- 
fied as far as their wages are concerned for 
the time being, but they want to buy the 
things that they eat at the cost of the pro- 
ducer, which in this instance is the live 
stock industry. 


“I propose that the live stock industry 
take a little interest in this situation as 
what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. Let us present at our different 
cattle association meetings to be held in the 
next few weeks resolution in which we pro- 
pose to drive our old automobiles and to 
quit buying new automobiles, and see if we 
cannot get along with the old automobiles 
just a little bit better than they can without 
meat. 

“T think their proposition has gone far 
enough and letting a lot of old grand- 
mothers put on night gowns and _ parade 
around with a “meatless” sign on the back 
of them has cost the live stock industry mil- 
lions of dollars in the last sixty days. There- 
fore I propose to the live stock industry 
some such a resolution.

The series of sales held in Northwest 
Missouri and Southwest Iowa during the 
week beginning October 25th can not and 
must not be taken as an index as to valua- 
tions for pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle. Reaction from the general mar- 
ket flurry was at its height and this coupled 
with the fact that many of the individual 
cattle had not yet recovered from the ef- 
fects of a series of bad crop years in that 
section of the country combined to hold 
values far below their expected and justly 
set levels. The better bred and better con- 
ditioned animals sold quite well but not as 
good as they should. 

Just how a miserable market manipula- 
tion can effect the breeding value of good 
pure bred live stock is beyond the con- 
ception of thinking people. The cattle 
breeding industry requires a long time 
program. What a pity more business 
can not be established on a more stable 
basis, whereby the foundations could not be 
rocked by short, temporary market manipu- 
lations. Cattle can not be made in a day 
and it was evident that the men upon the 
seats at the respective sales realized that 
very thing. 

No man is going to pay more for a breed- 
ing cow than he has to. In this particular 
case the sales were held within a region 
where 1937 has brought the first crop of 
consequence and this crop had not yet been 
‘ashed, hence there was no scramble for cat- 
tle, except at exceedingly moderate terms. 
There were bargains and many of them. At 
the Evans-Larmer sale at Maryville, Mis- 
souri, on Monday, October 25th, the cattle 
went into four states outside of Missouri. 
Towa, Illinois, Nebraska and Kansas partic- 
ipated in the division. There were no high 
prices. Excellently bred, well conditioned 
cattle of good ages sold far below their 
value even though the first five head 
brought an average of $204.50 each and the 
first ten averaged $183.75, with twenty-five 
head reaching a general average of $151.80. 
The top cow was Maid of Oakdale 12th a 
daughter of the old imported Miss Burgess 
cow that has done so well in the Larmer 
herd. J. D. Thompson, of Maryville, paid 
$240.00 for her and her good heifer calf by 
Marshall’s Elba 4th. The only other lot to 
approach this figure was Oxford Pride 24th 
a granddaughter of Prizemere 32d and her 
heifer calf by Bur Marshall 15th that sold 
to Morris O’Connor & Son, of Blockton, Mis- 
souri, at $237.50. The top cow was a grand- 
daughter of Earl Marshall and Evinco of 
3allindalloch.

M. cKenny 


A little more chill was in the air and a 
rather threatening sky kept many of the 
local farmers and cattle growers in their 
fields on Tuesday, October 26th, when J. F. 
McKenny presented a very select draft of 
exceedingly prolific cows for public ap- 
praisement. There were no bulls on offer, 
they having all been sold early in the sea- 
son. A total of sixty-six sale lots were dis- 
posed of that afternoon at an average of 
$125.46 per lot. Many of the calves were 
sold away from their dams as will be ob- 
served by the detailed report following. Like 
the sale the preceding day there were no 
high tops. The cattle were well scattered, 
going into five states, four of which, lowa, 
Nebraska, Illinois and Oklahoma, took 
many. It’s only a short distance from Mary- 
ville to King City where the sale was held 
on the McKenny farm. Conditions here had 
been about the same as at Maryville in so 
far as crops were concerned. This year’s 
harvest will be excellent but none of it had 
been cashed hence those present were a bit 
too cautious about loosening their purse 
strings. At the opening of the sale a splen- 
did group of McKenny-bred and fed steers 
were displayed in the sale ring as evidence 
of the breeding ability and feeding out qual- 
ities of McKenny-bred cattle. Demonstra- 
tions and arguments from the block by Col. 
Cooper who had sold the day previously 
seemed to be of no avail. The attendance 
was good, many out of state bidders failed 
to buy cattle. 

Only thrice did the selling price go beyond 
the $200.00 mark. Once when S. C. Fuller- 
ton & Sons, of Miami, Oklahoma, and R. J. 
Teachout of Shenandoah, Iowa, split lot 
twenty-one. The former took this splendid 
young Blackcap cow, Blackcap of King City 
5th by Blackcap Eston J. at $165.00 and Mr. 
Teachout took the bull calf at $87.50, a total 
of $252.50. Likewise Elba McKenny 7th by 
Ames Plantation Enchanto stopped at 
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$137.50 which was the bid of Chas. Cald- 
well, of Tarkio, Missouri, while her bull calf 
was taken by David Schon, of Red Oak, 
Iowa, at $70.00, making a total of $207.50. 
The third instance was the sale of Eona Mc 
18th by Ennoble Elba to Carl Schenk, of 
Bethalton, Illinois, at $135.00 and her bull 
calf to H. H. Evert, Red Oak, Iowa, at 
$67.50, at total of $202.50 for the pair. 

Mr. McKenny had an out of the ordinary 
offering in that practically every cow of- 
fered had a calf at foot, some of them were 
but a few days old while others carried suf- 
ficient age to show their outcome to advant- 
age. These cattle were offered right off 
the pastures, without special preparation 
and they were the sort that should go along 
and do well wherever they go.

It was indeed unfortunate that the W. 
Lou Burnside dispersion at Atlantic, Iowa, 
and the F. M. Frisby, draft sale, at Beth- 
any, Missouri, should have been scheduled 
for the same day, Wednesday, October 27th.

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My Pasture Experiences 


Discussion by Harvey Kuhlman, Bloomfield, Nebraska 


I will attempt to tell you some of my pas- 
ture experiences and what I have been do- 
ing on my farm in the past few years to 
provide more and better pasture for my live 


stock. 


In 1930 I had been farming 240 acres of 
I had to pas- 
ture out my 15 or 20 head of cattle, which 
was very unsatisfactory since they would 
come home in the fall with all kinds of 
diseases and generally in poor condition, 
too. If there should be a short period of 
drouth during the summer I would be asked 
to take them home. Since I had no pasture 
at home I was forced to sell them and us- 
ually on an unfavorable market, since every 
one else was forced to sell some cattle too, 


land rented from my father. 


if the drouth was too severe. 


That year I bought 160 acres of land two 
miles west of my home. This land consisted 
of 80 acres of farm ground and 80 acres of 
native pasture. The native pasture consists 


of a good variety of grasses such as western 
wheat grass, blue gramma, side oat gram- 
ma, drop seed, sedge and blue stem, blue 
grass and white clover. This variety of 
grasses on the same land, each good in its 
turn, insures good pasture throughout the 
season. Ten acres of trees, which was an 
old timber claim, furnished feed early in the 
spring and provides shade and protection 
for stock. 

I planned to put the crop ground back to 
pasture as quickly as possible. I seeded 25 
acres of it adjoining the prairie pasture to 
sweet clover in 1931. This was seeded two 
years in succession and since then has been 
re-seeding itself. It furnished abundant 
pasture. This sweet clover pasture is going 
back to the native grasses, such as the 
wheat grass, blue gramma and side oats 
gramma. There being half a stand of these 
grasses already, I believe in a year or two 
y will probably crowd out the sweet 
clover.

My plans also included building up a new 
herd of beef cattle. After considering all 
breeds I finally decided on the Aberdeen- 
Angus. I sold some of my grade cattle and 
used this money to start a pure bred, reg- 
istered herd. I selected four cows and one

bull of the Aberdeen-Angus breed for my 
foundation herd. Later I added one cow 
and a heifer. My herd now consists of 60 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle of which 50 are reg- 
istered. The entire herd was built up from 
my foundation stock since 1931. As my

herd grew in number, I added more pasture 
for grazing by buying a 40 acre school lease 
adjoining my pasture. Also, I was using 
my farm land, which is crossed-fenced, for 
temporary pasture. 

My early spring pasture is rye, which I 
have on the home place.

very successful for me. It produces much 
feed per acre and no grass is more palatable 
during the hot months of July, August and 
September. 

This year I had 25 acres of sudan and 
barley mixed, which gave the cattle addi- 
tional variety and saved the permanent pas- 
ture for later in the fall.

My winter feed supply will consist of com 
and sorgo silage together with straw black 
amber cane and shredded fodder. Cotton. 
seed cake will be used as a protein supple- 
ment. This will carry the cattle throu h 
the winter until spring pasture season, . 

By having this variety of pastures we 
have had no loss from sudan, poisoning or 
sweet clover bloat, usually having a good 
calf crop, some years 100 percent. 

While I have carried only 60 head of 
cattle on my pasture, consisting of 200 
acres, I feel that I have been well repaid 
because it provides pasture over a longer 
period of time and a greater abundance of 
feed at all times. By handling it in this 
manner I have kept my pasture in good 
shape so that it will be able to carry on in 
years to come without much additional ex- 
pense and also not have to reduce my foun- 
dation herd if a drouth occurred again. 
Next year I intend to contour furrow a part 
of my pasture. 

In closing I wish to thank the Omaha 
Chamber of Commerce and the State Ex- 
tension Service for the part they have play- 
ed in helping to stimulate my interest in a 
better pasture and forage program on my 
farm.

The entire lot averaged 
725 lbs. at the time these cattle were select- 
ed, and on the day we were there the 
scales showed these six youngsters to av- 
erage exactly 700 lbs. 

We feel sure, after looking at these 
calves, that Dr. Stackhouse has selected a 
choice group to carry on in his feed lots, 
and it is our prediction that when these 
calves go to the shows, well finished and 
with lots of bloom, as is the Stackhouse 
rule, they will be hard to beat.

“A Family Affair” 

The Annual Maryland Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Show is in reality a get-to-gether 
of a big family. Each bent on out-showing 
the other for top honors in class and for the 
championships. 

To say that competition is there, is a mild 
expression for each of the eleven breeders 
represented at the showing were anxious to 
win, and most of them were successful in 
showing a blue ribbon winner. But despite 
the great desire to win, there was always 
evidenced a sportsmanship that is family- 
like when though defeated they were proud 
to be beaten by an animal or a breeder who 
had done the job a little better. 

From a strictly non-partisan standpoint 
one must congratulate the Maryland Breed- 
ers for tne spirit, the interest, and the man- 
ner in which they plan and hold a show. 

Mr. P. C. Mckenzie, from Pennsylvania 
State College, was selected to find the win- 
ners, and starting with a group of steer 
calves, he worked along and aid a tine day’s 
work. At all times and aiter ali classes he 
gave a tew interesting sidelignts as to his 
reasons for so piacing a class. In fact his 
judgment was upheid at frequent intervals, 
tor the committee had arranged to have 
cards handed out to all spectators and 
breeders to judge a few of the classes. 
‘There were in each of these instances many 
who selected the same tops. Particularly 
well pieased was Mr. Harvey Ladew, who 
recently acquired a herd, and he marked his 
card exactly as had Mr. McKenzie on a 

group of steers. 

Starting the judging with steer calf 
classes Fox Hill Farms won the individual, 
the group of two steer calves and also the 
group of two sired by one bull. The par- 
ticular sire of the last group was one of the 
fine Fox Hill sires, Junior Eric, who has a 
habit of being a sire of good steers, for Fox 
Hill had done well at the recent Baltimore 
Live Stock Show. 

Revolution Bowmaster Grand Champion. 

After the steers, followed the breeding 
classes and first in order was the class for 
two-year-old bulls. Andelot Stock Farms

They were as fine a lot of buils 
as I have seen in Indiana in some time, thick 
fleshed from iront to rear and well quarter - 
ed. All sired by the J. Omar Cole-bred bull, 
Cole’s Blackmere who is a son of Prizemere 
50th.

It mattered not whether it was steers, 
bulls, open or bred heifers, or the cows in 
the breeding herd that were under inspec- 
tion, every animal showed those responsive 
feeding qualities that make the breed so 
popular with cattlemen everywhere.
